SELLING LIQUOR WITHOUT LI- 


' CENSE. 


Our account of the trial of Mr. Julius 


Rcinhnrt, on tlio above charge, was 
crowded out of yesterday's issue, and 
wo notice it briefly to-day. The cano 
had boon taken before "Squire Hughes 
by a change of vomio from Justice Al- 
bert, and by half paat eight o'clock a 
jury of six men had been omptinnclod, 
nnd the trial commenced, City attor- 
ney Buckingham appearing lor tho 
prosecution, and Thos. Lee, Esq., for 
tho defense. 
About twenty witnesses 


were on hand, and their examination 
occupied the lima of the court until 
noon, TJic lawyers llicu nmdo short, 
pointed speeches—each ten minutes in 
length, •when tho case was given to tho 
jury. Al ono o'clock they returned a 
verdict ol guilty, and fined the defen- 
dant t!S5 and costs. Mr. Lee, the coun- 
sel for tlio defense, then claimed that 
only six out ol tho twenty witnesses 
who hud boon summoned were what 
lawyers termed "material," and hence 
his client could not be inn Jo to pay 
more than the feus for these six. The
